HE IS EXPECTED TO STOP A GER- 


MAN EXPEDITION. 


Washington, April 83.—It is said 


at the state department that, no 
doubt without intention, the Pekiii 
dispatches representing1 the United 
States as joining in the demands for 
more heads and more punishment in 
China, do not coirectly portray vthe 
position of this government. 
As a 


matter of fact, Mr, Rocfchill, our 
special commissioner at Pekin, is act- 
ing; under broad instructions from the 
state department to do all within his 
power to restrain the unnecessary 
shedding of blood. 


His presence with the ministers in 


their consideration of the subject of 
punishments of provincial officials is 
therefore Distinctly palliative and 
deterrent. He is seeking1 to minimize 
the punishments by adhering to the 
councils of the ministers than by 
completely 
withdrawing 
himself 


from their deliberations, even though 
the appearance is thereby conveyed 
that he is in full sympathy with then 
demands. 


WILL GUARANTEE PROTECTION. 


It is understood here that the Chi- 


nese 
plenipotentiaries 
at 
Pekin, 


Prince Qbing and Li Hung Chang1, 
are prepared to give a guarantee to 
the powers for the protection of all 
foreigners hi China if the 
foreign 


troops now stationed theie are with- 
drawn, 
Thus far the retention of 


the foreign forces has been urged as 
necessary in order to preserve order 
tad protect foieigners, but the Chi- 
nese authorities say that order has 
been so far re-established that the 
imperial government Is fully able to 
direct the Chinese troops in such way 
as to insure complete safety to the 
interests of all foreigners. 


This is understood to be the basis 


of the withdrawal of 10,000 French 
troops arid it is earnestly hoped 
among Chinese officials that this will 
be followed by a similar movement 
on the part of the other foreign forces 
in China. 


HOLD EARL LI IS RESPONSIBLE. 


London, April 23.—A dispatch from 


Pekin Says th'at Li Hung Chang hah 
been censured severely in a special 
edict because after the French and 
Chinese 'had agreed upon boundaries, 
the Germans, who have no concern 
with this matter, marched west and 
threatened the Chinese, 


The edict, it is 'said, orders Li Hung 


Chang- to prevent the expedition, and 
E'ays if he fails the responsibility for 
the consequences will rest on 'him* 


The emperor, in the edict, says that 


Viceroy Ldn Kun Yi and Ch'an<g Chili 
Tung were aippc-inted joint negotia- 
tors with Li Hung Chang and Prince 
Ohiug, 'but that Li Hung Chiang 
spurns their opinions. Hereafter, it 
is added, I/i Hung Chang must con- 
sult with them on all import-ant mat- 
ters.

is Beaten, While $3,000 is

stated that over $3,000 was secured 
n the hold-up of the Choctaw, Okla- 
homa and Gulf passenger train last 
midnight neai lion Mountain cross- 
ng, four and a half miles west of 
Memphis. 
The train reached Little 


Bock half an horn late at 6 o'clock 
;his morning. 


Six masked men boarded the tiain 


after it had left Memphis and when 
t was acioss the river, overpowered 
the messenger, captured the engine 
and luniiing the two bagg>age cars a 
(half mile from the balance of tli3 
train, looted the safes, 
Messenger 


Meader was compelled to open the 
ocal safe, which was rifled, and dy- 
namite opened the other. 
The iob- 


bers then escaped, the engine got the 
•est of tjie train and went on, after 
giving1 notice of the robbery at U\e 
first telegraph station. A posse with 
bloodhounds started in pursuit. 


Messenger Meader says: 
"I was made to open the local safe 


with my keys. I was then ordered 
into the car ahead and heard the n 
blow open the safe. 
They beat me 


with their pistols just for meanness, 
for I did all they told me to do with- 
out protest. They had the drop and I 
did not care to get shot. I saw six of 
the men and all were masked. They 
appeared to be young men. All were 
excited but the one who seemed to be 
the leadei." 


Sidney Drew, the negro porter,

THE STOKY FHOM BBEM&ff, 


Bremen, 
April 
23.—An assassin 


sent by the anarchists of Paterson, 
N. J., to kill the kaiser has escaped 
the vigilance of the authorities and 
probably has landed upon European 
shoies. Bodolfo Eomagnoli, who was 
appointed at a, secret meeting of the 
consiprators in the New Jersey city, 
the same band which sent out Biesci 
to kill King Humbert of Italy, to 
assassinate the kaiser, 
is missing 


and the Gtennan police aie in hourly 
dread of his vindictive purpose. 


The election of Homagnoli was not 


found out until three days ago, when 
the a\ithoiities of Paterson found full 
proofs of the matter and cabled to the 
Berlin police. Immediately upon re- 
ceipt of the dispatch a strong force, 
of detectives was sent to itieet the 
Noith German Lloyd steamer Halle 
at Bremen, where this vessel, upon 
which Bomagnoli had shipped, was 
to land. Hearing that the steamer 
had been spoken neai port, the offi- 
cers, fearing that 
their 
prisoner 


might escape them, 
Sunday night 


went out in a tug to secure the per- 
son of the man whom they so greatly 
feared. 


The tug returned yesterday with- 


out the prisonei and soon after it 
was discoveied that the 
anarchist 


had eluded their vigilance and was 
safe ashoie somewhere. 
When the 


officers reached the steamer 
they 


asked for the passenger roll. 
This 


was given them and they found U|K>n 
it the name under which Bomafcn 
was traveling. 
They 
immediately 


asked the captain to send & messen- 
ger to invite this passenger into the 
captain's cabin. 


The captain, greatly surprised, in- 


formed the officers that this ttian had 
been washed overboard in a gale in 
the North sea but the day before, 
three sailors having also perished in 
the same storm. Further investiga 
tion showed that a boat had been 
toin away from its lashings, one of 
the davit stanchions 
having been 


bent like a piece of wire by the force 
of the gale.

WILL GUARANTEE PROTECTION. 


It is understood here that the Chi- 


nese 
plenipotentiaries

Pekin, 


Prince Oh ing and Li Hung; Chang, 
are prepared to give a guarantee to 
the powers for the protection of ail 
foreigners in China if the foreign 
troops now stationed there are with- 
drawn. 
Thus far the retention of 


the foreign, forces has been urged as 
necessary in order to preserve order 
iind protect foreigners, but the Chi- 
nese authorities say that order has 
been so far re-established that the 
imperial government is fully able to 
direct the Chinese troops in such way 
as to insure complete safety to the 
interests of all foreigners. 


This is understood to be the basis 


of the withdrawal of 10,000 French 
troops and it is earnestly hoped 
among Chinese officials that this will 
be followed by a similar movement 
on the part of the other foreign forces 
in China. 


HOLD EARL LI IS RESPONSIBLE. 


London, April 23.—A dispatch from 


Pekin says tlvat Li Hung Chang- has 
"been, csnsured severely in a special 
edict beca\iEe after the French and 
Chinese 'had agreed upon boundaries, 
the Germans, who have no concern 
w.Jth this matter, marched west and 
threatened the Chinese. 


The edict, it is said, orders Li Hung 


Chang to prevent the expedition, and 
E.iys if he fails the responsibility for 
the consequences will rest on 'him. 


The'emperor, in the edict, says that 


Viceroy I/lu Kun Yi and Chang Chih 
Tung were appointed joint negotia- 
tors with Li Hung1 Chang and Prince 
Giving, but that Li Hung- Chang 
spurns their opinions.
